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PREFACE. 


TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE 
BLACKWELL  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 

Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  my  Seventeenth 
Annual  Report,  which  has  been  arranged  in  accordance 
with  Article  14  (3)  of  the  Sanitary  Officers  Order,  1926. 

The  outbreak  of  War  in  September  seriously  dis- 
located the  Public  Health  Services  and  work  in  connec- 
tion with  A.R.P.  and  Evacuation  had  to  take  precedence. 
Unfortunately,  the  tenants  in  several  Slum  Clearance  Areas 
at  South  Normanton  are  still  requiring  to  be  re-housed 
and  it  is  also  regrettable  that  the  general  conversion  scheme 
had  to  be  stopped. 

I take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Members 
of  the  Council  for  their  support  and  also  my  Sanitary 
Inspectors  for  their  energetic  work  during  a period  of 
exceptional  stress.

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Ambulance  Facilities  in  the  Area. 

The  ambulance  services  provided  are  adequate  for  the 
needs  of  the  district,  and  the  following  are  available: — 

(a)  FOR  INFECTIOUS  CASES. 

Ambulance  facilities  are  provided  by  the  North-east 
Derbyshire  Isolation  Hospitals. 

, (b)  FOR  NON-INFECTIOUS  CASES. 

In  the  Southern  Area  the  Council  have  arranged  for 
the  Red  Cross  Ambulance  Station  at  Morton  to  serve  this 
part  of  the  district,  namely: — the  Parishes  of  South  Nor- 
manton,  Blackwell,  Pinxton  and  Tibshelf.  This  ambulance 
is  available  night  and  day  and  can  be  obtained  at  Telephone 
No.  Clay  Cross  2235. 

In  the  Northern  Area  the  Bolsover  U.D.C.  Ambulance, 
Church  Street,  Bolsover  (Telephone,  Bolsover  5)  is  available 
for  the  Parish  of  Scarcliffe  (Hamlets  of  Hillstown,  Palter- 
ton  and  Scarcliffe),  Parish  of  Ault  Hucknall  (Hamlet  of 
Doe  Lea)  and  Glapwell,  and  the  Red  Cross  Ambulance, 
Gilbert’s  Garage,  Creswell  (Telephone,  Creswell  214)  is 
available  for  the  Parishes  of  Ault  Hucknall  (except  Hamlet 
of  Doe  Lea),  Pleasley,  Scarcliffe  (except  Hamlets  of  Hills- 
town, Palterton  and  Scarcliffe)  and  Shirebrook. 

In  addition  to  the  above  we  have  a reserve  St.  John’s 
Ambulance  available  at  Mansfield  (Telephone,  Mansfield 
820). 

(c)  FOR  MATERNITY  CASES. 

Local  ambulances  provided  by  the  collieries  are  used 
for  these  cases,  and  also  the  ambulances  for  non-infectious 
cases.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 
OF  THE  AREA. 


No  action  has  been  taken  by  the  County  Council  in  pur- 
suance of  Section  57  of  the  Local  Government  Act,  1929, 
or  Section  307  or  320  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

Water. 

The  Meden  Valley  water,  which  supplies  this  area, 
continues  to  give  satisfaction;  the  supply  is  abundant  and 
the  quality  is  excellent. 

The  Surveyor  has  called  the  Council’s  attention  to  the 
threat  to  Budby  well  through  subsidence  of  the  ground  in 
the  neighbourhood  of  the  pumping  station  due  to  colliery 
workings,  by  which  part  of  the  flow  of  the  river  Meden  is 
liable  to  overflow  into  a dyke  which  is  now  on  a lower 
level  than  the  river  and  some  two  hundred  feet  nearer  the 
well.  The  water  in  the  dyke  was  originally  pure  spring 
.water  before  being  polluted. 

A natural  river  flowing  in  the  course  of  thousands  of 
years  accumulates  sediment  and  forms  a more  or  less  im- 
pervious bottom.  An  artificially  cut  dyke,  however,  may 
have  a bottom  not  so  imperviable,  and  hence  polluted  water 
may  sink  into  the  underlying  measures.  The  Budby  well 
is  some  28  feet  deep,  and  the  Surveyor  is  rather  afraid  that 
the  Colliery  subsidence  may  make  fissures  form  in  the 
sandstone  and  cause  pollution  of  the  well  from  the  dyke. 
If  there  are  no  fissures  polluted,  water  passing  through 
compact  sand  would  be  rendered  pure  in  about  6 to  8 feet. 
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Samples  for  chemical  examination  have  been  taken 
every  three  months,  and  samples  for  bacteriological  exami- 
nation are  taken  periodically  from  the  mains  and  every 
three  months  from  the  Budby  well.  These  samples  have 
been  persistently  satisfactory.  The  total  hardness  has  in- 
creased by  3 degrees  since  the  water  was  first  obtained, 
but  the  permanent  hardness  has  increased  very  little. 

During  the  year  some  trouble  has  been  experienced  in 
borehole  No.  2 due  to  the  presence  of  sand.  Various 
methods  have  been  suggested  to  eliminate  this  nuisance 
and  the  matter  is  still  under  consideration.

(1)  Rotherham  Road,  New  Houghton,  to  Housing  Site  for 
Blackwell  Rural  District  Council. 

(2)  Carter  Lane,  Shirebrook,  to  Building  Site  for  Messrs. 
Crooks  & Butler  Ltd. 

(3)  Long  Lane,  Shirebrook,  to  Building  Site  for  Mr. 
H.  T.  M.  Langrick. 

A new  4-inch  main  has  been  laid  in  Birchwood  Lane, 
South  Normanton,  to  replace  an  old  and  defective 
2-inch  steel  main. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Construction  of  a new  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at 
Pinxton  was  commenced  in  July  and  satisfactory  progress 
is  being  made. 

The  following  sewers  have  been  extended: 

(1)  Carter  Lane,  Shirebrook,  to  Building  Site  for  Messrs. 
Crooks  & Butler  Ltd. 

(2)  Rotherham  Road,  New  Houghton,  to  Housing  Site  for 
Blackwell  Rural  District  Council, 
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Urgent  Sanitary  requirements. 

(1)  Re-conditioning  and  augmenting  of  the  Shirebrook 
Sewage  Works  to  allow  a general  conversion  scheme 
to  be  carried  out. 

(2)  Connecting  a sewer  from  90  houses  at  Blackwell 
Colliery  to  the  Primrose  Hill  Works.

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Public  Cleansing. 

No  alterations  have  been  made  in  the  scavenging  ar- 
rangements. Further  details  of  this  work  will  be  found  in 
the  Sanitary  Inspectors’  reports.

Camping  Sites. 

No  licences  have  been  issued  by  this  Council  under 
Section  269  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  and  no  sites 
have  been  used  for  camping  purposes. 

Smoke  abatement. 

The  nuisance  at  Langwith  caused  by  a burning  Colliery 
tip  has  abated.  The  Colliery  are  no  longer  tipping  on  the 
site  and  there  is  now  practically  no  smoke. 

The  nuisance  arising  from  dust  and  grit  coming  from 
the  Langwith  Colliery  chimney  still  exists. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

The  swimming  bath  at  Tibshelf  has  been  closed,  and 
there  are  now  no  baths  or  pools  in  this  area. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

Number  of  houses  found  to  be  infested: 

a.  Council  houses — 5. 

b.  Other  houses — 29. 

The  work  of  disinfestation  is  carried  out  by  the  use  of 
Lawes  Block  Disinfestators  and  the  spraying  of  Lawvercide. 
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Part  of  the  floor  boards  in  each  room  are  taken  up  to  allow 
the  gas  to  penetrate  into  likely  places,  and  the  house  is 
sealed  for  12  hours. 

14  houses  were  fumigated  by  the  Council  at  the  owners’ 
expense  and  7 were  dealt  with  by  the  owners.  Work  in 
connection  with  the  remaining  15  houses  is  still  in  hand. 

The  disinfestation  of  furniture  is  carried  out  in  a van 
by  means  of  H.C.N.  by  a Contractor.  Clothing  and  bedding 
is  done  by  the  Local  Authority  in  their  steam  disinfector. 

Tenants  of  houses  which  have  been  disinfected  are 
visited  periodically  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  to  see  that 
they  are  maintaining  a satisfactory  standard  of  cleanliness. 

One  bug  infested  house  was  sprayed  with  Lawvercide 
prior  to  demolition. 

Schools. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  Public  Elementary 
Schools  is  on  the  whole  satisfactory.  Hardstoft  and  Scar- 
cliffe  Schools  are  still  in  need  of  a proper  water  supply. 

No  schools  were  closed  for  infectious  disease.

Milk  Supply. 

374  cowsheds,  dairies  and  milkshops  are  registered  in 
this  district,  and  305  visits  were  paid  by  the  Inspectors. 

8 samples  of  milk  were  examined  for  the  presence  of 
tubercule  bacilli,  all  were  negative. 

7 samples  were  tested  by  methylene  blue  test,  all  were 
satisfactory. 

14  samples  were  tested  by  coliform  test,  9 were  satis- 
factory and  5 unsatisfactory. 

5 samples  of  pasteurised  milk  were  submitted  for  bac- 
teriological examination  and  found  to  be  satisfactory  under 
the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Order,  1936  and  1938. 

16  samples  were  tested  for  bacterial  count,  13  were 
satisfactory  and  3 unsatisfactory. 

For  further  particulars  see  the  Sanitary  Inspectors’ 
reports. 

Meat  and  other  Foods. 

There  are  26  slaughter-houses  and  all  are  licensed 
annually.  In  practically  every  case  regular  hours  of 
slaughter  are  in  operation  and  special  attention  is  given  to 
occasional  slaughtering. 

3,602  visits  were  paid  to  slaughter-houses,  butchers’ 
shops  and  stalls.

Scarlet  Fever. 

150  notifications  were  received.  From  the  table  it  will 
be  noted  that  the  disease  was  most  prevalent  at  Shirebrook, 
Langwith,  Tibshelf  and  South  Normanton.  There  were  no 
deaths.  144  cases  were  removed  to  hospital. 

Diphtheria. 

85  out  of  the  88  cases  notified  were  removed  to 
hospital. 

The  cases  at  Pinxton  were  practically  localized  to  one 
street,  and  the  infection  was  undoubtedly  caused  by  carriers, 
three  of  which  were  discovered  when  the  contacts  were 
examined. 

The  15  notifications  received  from  Shirebrook  were  the 
tail  end  of  an  epidemic  which  began  in  the  village  the 
previous  year. 

No  Clinics  for  Schick  testing  and  immunization  have 
been  started  in  the  district.  Antitoxin  is  supplied  free  to 
the  medical  practitioners,  and  in  all  cases  it  is  given 
promptly. 

Erysipelas. 

All  the  8 cases  notified  were  treated  at  home. 
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Measles. 

Only  2 notifications  were  received  as  this  disease  was 
not  made  notifiable  until  towards  the  end  of  the  year.  No 
action  has  been  taken  in  regard  to  the  use  of  measles  serum 
for  prophylaxis  or  attenuation. 

Cerebral  spinal  meningitis. 

One  case  occurred  at  Shirebrook.  The  disease  was 
very  acute  and  the  patient,  a child  aged  6 years,  died 
before  she  could  be  removed  to  hospital. 

Dysentery. 

One  case  of  food  poisoning,  which  proved  to  be  fatal, 
was  notified  from  Shirebrook.  This  was  a man  of  43  years 
of  age  who  had  been  an  invalid  for  several  years,  but  had 
worked  regularly  until  a few  days  before  his  death.  A 
post-mortem  proved  him  to  have  suffered  from  acute 
bacillary  dysentery  of  Sonne. 

Whooping  Cough. 

No  notifications  of  this  disease  were  received. 
Pneumonia. 

28  cases  were  notified.  Facilities  for  the  typing  of 
pneumococci  and  for  the  provision  of  appropriate  type 
sera  are  available  at  the  County  Laboratory,  Derby. 

Tuberculosis.

tSlau^hter-houses. — The  standard  of  cleanliness  has  been  main- 
tained during  the  year.  Two  minor  defects  were  remedied  after 
interviewing  the  owners. 

The  times  of  slaughter  vary  according  to  the  season.  Most 
of  the  butchers  slaughter  on  Mondays  in  the  winter,  and  as 
often  as  three  days  a week  in  the  summer.  Notification  of 
intention  to  slaughter  is  in  this  case  sent  by  the  butchers  to 
the  fSanitury  Inspector’s  office. 


Shops,  SlalLs,  Stores  ami  “ Maliuui-up  ” Places. — All  the  shops 
are  permanent  buildings  in  good  structural  condition,  with  the 
necessary  appurtenances  and  kept  clean.  There  are  nine  meat 
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stalls  on  Shirebrook  Market.  All  the  stallholders  willingly  co-operated 
in  carrying  out  the  terms  of  the  Regulations. 

The  “ making-up  ” places  were  on  the  whole  kept  in  a clean 
condition  during  the  ye&'r. 

• VehicUs. — Covered  vans  are  mostly  used  for  delivering  meat 
in  the  Northern  Area.  I am  pleased  to  say  that  the  butchers 
are  ready  to  fall  in  with  any  suggestions  offered  to  ensure 
cleanliness. 

Meat  Inspection. — During  the  year  the  carcases  and  organs 
of  7,416  food  animals  were  inspected  in  slaughter-houses  and 
shops,  and  were  generally  of  good  quality.  Parts  condemned  will 
be  found  under  the  heading  “Food  condemned  and  destroyed.” 

Pigs  killed  by  cottagers.  The  number  of  visits  made  for  the 
purpose  of  inspection  was  114  as  compared  with  178  the  previous 
year.

Two  houses  seriously  affected  by  subsidence  have  been 
temporarily  closed  by  agreement  with  the  owners.  These  houses 
will  be  re-conditioned  when  subsidence  is  complete. 

Legal  proceedings  were  taken  against  the  occupier  of  a house 
subject  to  a Demolition  Order  and  an  Order  for  vacant  possession 
secured. 

Since  the  introduction  of  the  present  legislation  relating  to  over- 
crowding 108  cases  of  overcrowding  have  been  abated,  affecting  692 
persons.  Many  of  the  most  serious  cases  of  overcrowding  still 
remain,  and  there  does  not  appear  to  be  any  prospect  of  securing 
their  abatement  in  the  immediate  future.

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The  work  of  disinfestation  of  these  nine  houses  was  carried  out 
by  using  Lawes  Block  Disinfestors  and  spraying  with  Lawvercide.

Work  in  connection  with  the  remaining  15  houses  is  in  hand.

Slaughter-houses. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  13  private  slaughter-houses  were  in  use, 
all  of  which  are  subject  to  annual  licensing.  The  use  of  two  small 
slaughter-houses  was  discontinued  and  the  licences  have  not  been 
renewed.  The  slaughter-houses  have  been  maintained  in  a satisfactory 
state  throughout  the  year.

During  the  year  the  total  amount  of  food  condemned  was  7 tons 
2 cwts.  76  lbs.  This  amount  is  considerably  in  excess  of  that 
dealt  with  during  preceding  years  and  is  accounted  for  by  the  in- 
creased number  of  whole  carcases  dealt  with.  The  whole  of  this 
unsound  food  was  destroyed  at  the  Kirkby-in-Ashfield  Destructor, 
and  I have  to  thank  tlie  Kirkby-in-Ashfield  Sanitary  Inspector 
(Mr.  Massey)  for  his  assistance  in  this  connection.

Although  every  effort  was  made  to  secure  a careful  post-mortem 
inspection  of  all  animals  slaughtered,  it  was  found  impossible  to 
maintain  such  a high  standard  during  the  year  under  review.  The 
national  emergency,  A.R.P.  and  Evacuation  duties  considerably 
interfered  with  this  work.  During  the  year  1,203  visits  w'ere  made 
to  slaughter-houses;  and  397  shops  and  32  vans  were  also  examined. 

It  is  only  possible  on  rare  occasions  to  make  ante-mortem 
inspections  of  animals  intended  for  food.

The  conditions  under  which  milk  is  produced  and  distributed 
continues  to  receive  careful  attention,  and  in  one  serious  case  legal 
proceedings  were  taken  for  contraventions  of  Article  14.  The  retail 
purveyor  w'as  fined  10/-  and  required  to  pay  £1  5 0 costs. 

A total  of  110  inspections  of  cowsheds,  dairies  and  milkshops  has 
been  made  and  6 notices  served.

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RATS  AND  MICE  DESTRUCTION  ACT,  1919:— 

The  Council  continue  to  administer  delegated  powers  in  respect  of 
this  Act. 

A part-time  Rat  Catcher  is  employed  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Sanitary  Inspector.  All  premises  (tips,  sewage  works,  etc.)  owned  by 
the  Council  are  thoroughly  examined  every  four  weeks  and  any  rat 
infestation  is  immediately  dealt  with.  This  routine  work  has  proved 
very  effective,  with  a result  the  majority  of  the  Council’s  premises  are 
free  from  infestation. 

Special  action  was  taken  during  National  Rat  Week  by  displaying 
large  posters  throughout  the  whole  district  and  by  forwarding  special 
letters,  together  with  copies  of  Leaflet  No.  49  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  to  all  premises  liable  to  rat  infestation. 
Special  notices  were  also  issued  so  that  they  were  received  on  the 
first  morning  in  Rat  Week.  Local  chemists  and  hardware  dealers 
co-operated  by  making  special  displays  of  poisons  and  traps. 

During  the  year  66  inspections  were  made,  170  baits  laid  and  359 
rats  killed  by  dogs  and  ferrets.

SWIMMING  BATHS:— 

The  swimming  bath  at  Tibshelf,  administered  by  the  Colliery  & 
Miners’  Welfare  Committee,  has  now  been  closed.  This  bath  had  not 
been  maintained  in  a satisfactory  state  for  some  time  past  and 
several  complaints  were  made  before  it  was  finally  decided  to  close 
the  baths. 
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SCAVENGING. 

The  Council  undertake  the  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  in  the 
whole  of  the  area. 

Collection. 

The  whole  of  this  work  is  carried  out  by  motor  transport,  three 
specially  constructed  refuse  vehicles  being  used.  Two  30  cwt.  Morris 
Commercial  vehicles  continue  to  be  used,  but  the  30  cwt.  Ford 
vehicle  has  been  dispensed  with  and  replaced  with  a 2-ton  Karrier 
Bantam.  This  vehicle  has  resulted  in  an  improvement  in  the  rate  of 
collection.  A specially  constructed  tank,  which  is  fitted  in  one  of  the 
motor  refuse  vehicles,  is  used  for  night  soil  collection  and  cesspool 
emptying.

GENERAL 

The  working  of  this  department  has  been  considerably  interfered 
with  by  many  additional  duties  in  connection  with  the  national 
emergency.  Housing  work  has  almost  become  stationery,  only  a 
slight  reduction  in  the  number  of  cases  of  overcrowding  has  taken 
place  and  the  number  of  inspections  of  such  premises  as  cowsheds, 
dairies,  shops,  factories,  bakehouses,  etc.,  are  considerably  below 
average.  In  view  of  these  circumstances,  this  report  has  been 
abbreviated  in  certain  sections.
